Drastic revision of rules governing 


the white unit of Grady hospital and 
changes in the staff for the “good of 
the service” marked the meeting of the 
hospitals and charities committee of 
city council Friday night and brought 
threats of appeals to the courts by 
certain members of the staff. 

The committee reached its decisions 


by unanimous vote in an executive ses- | 


sion from which the public was barred, 
and annownced at its conclusion that 
the positions of “chiefs” of depart- 


ments had been: abolished, that a com- | 


plete new staff for the white unit had 
been selected and that other drastic 
measures “which are final for the 
year” had been placed into effect. 
Four Doctors Reinstated 
H. kh. Donaldson, Dr. 
Childs, Dr. Frank Eskridge and Dr. 
Garnett Quillian, all of whom were 
deposed as chiefs at the last meeting 
of the 1927 committee, December 29, 
were reinstated as visiting staff mem- 
bers and Dr. C. C. Aven, who not only 
‘ was named a chief of the medical 
staff by the 1927 committee but also a 
member of the executive committee, 
was deposed. Dr. KR. T. Dorsey was 
named in his place. | 

Instead of the “consulting staff” 
which the 1027 committee named, the 
1928 committee appointed “consulting 
members” and “visiting members” in- 
stead of chiefs of staff. The visiting 
members will select their assistant 
visiting members, but these assistants 
will not bave a vote in the staff meet- 
ings, as was permitted “associates” 
under the ruling of the 1927 com- 
mittee.

Kmory Move Deferred. 


A move to place operation of the 
white unit under supervision of Emory 
university was deferred because it was 
decided “the time is not ripe.” 

Those favoring the change declared 
the move would prove of great benefit 
to the university, to the people of the 
city and county, and would permit 
establishment of a graduate school of 
medicine in connection with the medi- 
cal course at Emory. It was said that 
a large fund could be obtained for 
the institution if it were turned over 
to the university to operate. 

Court Action Is Seen. 

Dr. Marion Benson, former chair- 
man of the executive committee, and 
other members of the staff predicted 
Friday night that the drastic changes 
which were made by the committee 
would be “enjoined in the courts.” 

Under a ruling of the committee 
they are to become effective imme- 
diately, unless court action is taken 
this morning. 

Those opposing action of the com 
mittee pointed out that members of 
the 1927 committee’ wished to insti- 
tute certain changes in -the staff, but 
were unable to put them into effect

DEBT SETTLEMENT

tinct American debt funding commis- 
sion. Republicans unanimously sup- 
ported the proposal. 

Representative Garner, of Texas, 
the ranking democrat, announced that 
his colleague, Crisp, of Georgia, a rep- 
resentative of the minority party on 
the debt funding committee, would 
draft a report vigorously opposing the 
settlement. 

“Greece now owes us $18,000,000,” 
Garner said. “The settlement proposes 
that it will pay us 34 cents on the 
dollar. It is said that this is all 
Greece can afford to pay. 

“In the face of this statement, the 
settlement then proposes to lend 
Greece $12,000,00U more, to be repaid 
in full plus 4 per cent interest.”

JURY DELIBERATES 


FATE OF HICKMAN 
IN TOMS MURDER 


—- 


Second Trial of Slayer of 
Young Parker Girl 
Comes To Close After 
Bitter Fight. 


Los Angeles, March 9.—(/)—A jury 
in superior court tonight took under 
consideration the case of William Ed- 
ward Hickman and Welby Hunt, ac- 
cused slayers of C. Ivy Toms, druggist, 
who was shot to death in a holdup of 
his drug store a year ago Christmas 
eve. 

Final arguments of state’s counse! 
and of attorneys for the two former 
pals in crime—each of whom accused 
the other of firing the fatal shot, were 
concluded late today, and the jury re- 
ceived its instructions from Superior 
Judge Elliott Craig. The jurors re- 
tired at 5:40 p. m. 

Judge Craig instructed the jury to 
return separate verdicts on the guilt 
or innocence of each defendant and 
also that it should consider the sanity 
of Hickman, It was instructed that 
the legal definition under California 
law of sanity was the ability to dis- 
tinguish between right and wrong. 

Instructions were given that if 
Hunt, a minor, was found guilty the 
jury must fix the penalty at life im- 
prisonment. 

A few minutes after the jury, which 
consists of six men and six women, re- 
ceived the case, fhey were taken out 
for dinner. 

Consideration of their verdicts was 
to be continued afterward. 

Hickman is already under sentence 
to be hanged for the murder of Marian 
Parker. His counse] urged a life term 
for him rather than another sentence 
of death. Hunt's attorneys urged ac- 
quittal of the 17-year-old youth on the 
ground that he had been dominated 
by Hickman.

White-Norris constitutional amend- 
ment to abolish “lame duck” sessions 
of congress and change the presiden- 
tial inaugural date was rejected today 


by the house. 

The vote was 209 to 157, with two 
members answering present. This was 
36 votes less than the two-thirds 
necessary for approval of constitu- 
tional amendments. 

The house action, taken after three 
of debate, during which repub- 
led a vigerous — fight 
against the ‘ropesal, definitely shelves 
the amendment for this session of 
congress, at least. The amendment. 
in slightly mvdified form, was ap- 
proved earlier this session by the seu- 
ate, which in three previous « »nresses 
had voted for its adoption. 

The amendment sought to change 
meeting date of congress from March 
4 to January 4. This ‘ld have 
abolished the “lame duck” sessions of 
congress or those m which sit mem- 
bers who were d~ ‘ted at earlier 
elections. To conform with this 
change, the resolutios prop sed to 
have the president take office on Jau- 
uary 24, insteul of March 4. 

It also proposed to clear up am 
biguous provisions in the constitution 
regarding succession to the presidency 
in the event of the death of the pres- 
ident and vice president-elect, and in 
additi , to give congress power ! 
establish presidentic” succession in pos- 
sible contingencies not covered by the 
constitution, 

Party lines disappeared entirely in 
the voting. The proportion of re- 
publicans ‘and democrats was about the 
same in the supporting and opposing 
groups.

Washington, March 9.—(#)—Gov- 
ernment cotton grading experts stood 
pat today before a senate subcommit- 
tee on the correctness of their judgz- 
ment in granting certificates for ten- 
derable cotton under th: cotton fu- 
tures act. 

The senate’s inquiry int. 
the cotton market slump of last fall 
has reached a point where the com- 
mittee is endeavoring to establish defi- 


nitely the grade of 200,000 bales of 
certified cotton concentrated in New 
York warehouses and alleged to have 
been used as a club to beat down cot- 
ton prices. 

Speaking for the department of ag- 
riculture, Lloyd S. Tenny. chief of 
the agricultural economies bureau, 
said a review by the Washington 
board of experts would be welcomed, 
but would cost about $1 a bale for 
resampling. Faced by th: necessity of 
going to congress for a $200,000 ap- 
propriation to cover that work, the 
committee considered other means of 
establishing the truth of charges that 
the New York cotton is made up of 
actually below standard bales culled 
from many sbipments and held as a 
threat over the market since it is, by 
rumor, unsuitable for spinner use and 
therefore not purchased. 

Tenny denied that the 21 per cent 
error in government grading reported 
to the committee yesterday was typi- 
cal. On the contrary, he said, a rough 
estimate of the error factor in classi- 
fication and grading would put it at 
from 2 to 2 1-2 per cent, not enough 
to affect market quotations. He also 
asserted his belief that review of the 
New York concentration of cotton 
would show it to be properly graded,

of error. 

Incidentally, the committee was in- 
formed in a letter from W. L. Clay- 
ton of the firm of Anderson, Clayton 
& Co., owners of a part of the New 
York cotton under dispute, that re- 
view of the 100,000 bales now owned 
by the company would be welcomed. 

“If any bales among this 100,000 
which as a result of reexamination are 
found to be outside of the provisions 
of the United States cotton futures act,, 
those bales will remain in our hands 
as rejections, and the loss .will be 
ours,” the letter said. 

Clayton deplored “unwarranted or 
unfounded suspicions as to the qual- 
ity of cotton officially cartified by the 
United States” as tending to have an 
injurious effect on the industry and 
the market. 

“I think any question which has 
been raised should be set at rest and 
wish to do all in my power to that 
end.” he said.

March 9.—(?)—Jve 
Genna's desperate effort last night to 
die by his own hand through taking 
poison rather than go to the gallows, 
for murder availed him nothing, for 
today at 12:54. p. m. he mounted the 
scaffold in the Beauregard parish 
jail and was dead five minutes later 
of a broken neck. 

The death of Genna preceded that 
of Molton Brasseaux, his convicted 
comrade in the murder of J. J. Bre- 
velle, Deridder taxicab driver.

Genna, pale and &aggard and ap- 
parently .deathly ill from the effects 
of the several pvison tablets he swal- 
lowed in his cell last night, required 
the assistance of deputy sheriffs to 
walk from his cell to the death cham- 
ber. The deputies supported him while 
he stood to make his statement of 
repentance and express willingness to 
die. Today he repented for having at- 
tempted to take his life. 

Brasseaux walked alone but be- 
tween two officers to the scaffold. He 
also expressed repentance and his 
readiness to die.

of Lillian Doyle and Ralph Sturdy, 
for whose affections he had been Jilt 
ed by the girl, was grateful to Goy- 
ernor O. H. Simpson for a midnight 
reprieve to allow the state board of 
pardons te review his case.

Angelic 
Coffee. 


Brazil has just celebrated the 200th 
anniversary of the introduction of cof 
fee into South America. A good deal 
was written on the subject of coffee 
during the festive days. Contrary to 
legends coffee did not originate in 
Arabia but in Abyssinia, where it was 
in use in the most distant centuries, 
Krom Abyssinia it was carried to In- 
dia by caravan. Portugese navigators 
introduced it into Surinama and into 
South America around the middle of 
the eighteenth century. The first Eu- 
ropean to mention coffee is a Scanidi- 
navian voyager, Ranwolff, who tasted 
the mysterious brew at Aleppo, in 
1575. He deseribed it as “an ex- 
rellent drink, black as ink, very good 
for stomach ailments.” Sir Thomas 
Herbert, an English explorer, wrote in 
1628 of the coffee offered him by a 
rajah: “Thick and bitter, black as 
the waters of the Sty. good for the 
health, it is said, highly esteemed

' SIMPLE CHRONIC RHINITIS. 
In most cases of so-called “nasal 
catarrh,” constant rubning nose or 
incessant “cold in ‘the head’ in per- 
sons from 10 to 35 years of age, the 
proper medical examination shows the 
doctor that the condition is simple 
chronie rbinitis—chronie low-grade in- 


the nose, The membrane is relaxed, 
boggy, flabby, lacking in towe, suscep- 
ible to congestion, in all respects un- 
like a healthy or normal mucous mein- 
brane. ~ Figure out for yourself why 
it is so. I-don't know whether any } 
one factor. or combination of factors 
is responsible; chronie rhinitis often 
follows the acute coryza occuring 11 
the infectious diseases, or repeated at- 
tacks of ofdinary acute coryza, or it} 
develops:gtadually in a young person 
much exposed to overheated atmos- 
phere, excessively. dry atmosphere, 
dust, chemieal irritants in industrial 
trades, smoke, or from long neglected 
adenoids or enlarged tonsils.  Inci- 
dently, unrecognized or undiagnosed 
chronie simple rhinitis accounts for 
much of the disappointments with the 
results of operations for adenoid and 
tonsil enlargement. ‘ 

In the interest of good health we 
shall skip over the symptoms of sim- 
ple chronic rhinitis lightly. Your 
nose knows it isn’t Quite right if you 
are not too dumb yourself, Your. doc- 
tor can tell after a proper interior 
inspection whether you have chronic 
rhinitis, That's the only way to find 
out what the trouble is. Chronic rhi- 
nitis in one fatm or another is prob- 
ably second only to dental caries in 
prevalence among civilized people, and | 
in most cases of chronic rhinitis the 
condition is simple rhinitis in the | 
earlier stage and as such fairly amen- 
nble to suitable medical and hygienic 
treatment, - 

On second thought, I am going to 
mentio#w some, well, not exactly symp- 
toms, for they don’t: signify any par- 
ticular trouble, but let us say indica- 
tions that you need a proper medical 
examination of the nose and thfoat: 

1. Any nasal discharge or watery 
running at the nose or trouble- 
some secretion of mucus which 
demands frequent blowing of the 
nose or induces hawking by drain- 
ing down the back of the throat, 

2. Any obstruction of either side 

of the nose, permanently or now | 

this and now that side, so that 

you cannot breathe readily through 
the nose. Stuffiness. 

3. So-called “nasal” voice. 

4. Frequent sneezing without ~ 
evident cause. 

5. Obtunded sense of smell. 

6. Dry and barking cough with- 
out apparent cause. 

7. Mouth breathing. 

8. Frequent recurring attacks 
of coryza. 

Any or all of these indications may 
be due to simple chronic rhinitis, 
which, if properly diagnosed, is usu- 
ally amenable to medical and hygienic 
treatment. We can’t tell you what the 
medical or hygienic treatment should 
be; you can’t treat yourself. 

Probably most persons with simple 
ehronie rhinitis just let the trouble 
drift along, without seeking medical 
advice at all. ‘This-is a poor policy. 
It°is comparable with the old fash- 
ioned policy of letting cavities in the 
teeth go until a toothache or worse 
consequence drove the sufferer to the 
dentist. As a matter of common sense 
and economic efficiency, if you ‘or 
any of your children have an? of the 
indications listed, you should seek 
medical advice, just as you have small 
cavities in your teeth filled before they 
lead to serious illness,

-Her volume “The Isles 
of Fear” enlightened America con- 
cerning the Philippines and convjuced 
our rulers that the Filipino politician

Now comes this greatly daring book 
of India, full of vigorous impeach- 
ments of her religious leaders and 
their mishandling of their fellow 
countrymen. According to Miss Mayo, 
the Hindus should look far beyond 
questions of constitutionalism and self- 
governance and cultivate humanity, 
decency, self-restraint and mental 
honesty. 

The volume is heavily documented 
and Mr. Grandhi's speeches are used 
to sustain its conclusion that “the 
only power that can hasten Indian 
development toward freedom is the 
power of the men of India, wasting 
no more time in talk, recriminations 
and shiftings of blame, but facing. 
and attacking with the best resolu- 
tien they can muster the tasks that 
await them in their own bodies and

Some of the chapters are nothing 
than appalling. Shoran Singa 
quotes Grandhi as saying that Miss 
Mayo has taken liberty with his writ- 
ings and urges that a whole country 
cannot be libeled for the rantings o 
an eccentric woman. Naturally the 
book -has evoked bitter resentment, 
Mrs. Besant, who at SO years of age 
is the most forceful Englishwoman In 
India, complains of its crudely drawn 
pictures: and says that jf she were 
trying to give/a true accotint of Amer- 
ican civilization she would not begin 
with the Chicago stockyards. :

The new superintendent, who has 
studied -earefully the events leading 
up to the rupture of relations bet- 
ween the two service schools, not 
only supports the stand taken by his 
predecessor in regard to eligibility 
standards but considers the incident 
is closed for the time being. 

Major General Smith is a firm be- 
liever in the army policy of equal 
opportunity for all in the academy's 
athletic competition and opposed to 
establishing a three-year varsity rule, 
the adoption of which by the naval 
academy led to the break in relations 
that becomes effective next July 1 in 
all sports.

KID LAVIGNE, | 
EX-CHAMP, 
TAKES COUNT 


Detroit, Mich., March 9.—(?)— 
George. (Kid) Lavigne, 58, former 
lightwelght boxing champion, died at 
his home here tonight following a 
brief illness. 

Lavigne, known as the “Saginaw 
Kid,” ruled the lightweight ranks in 
the late nineties, a period when the 
division boasted what was probably 
the greatest collection of fighters it 
has ever known. He acquired the title 
in 1893 by reason of recognition as 
the outstanding challenger for the 
championship held by Jack McAuliffe, 
at the time the latter retired, Lavigne 
held the championship four years. He 
was defeated in a 20-round bout by 
Frank Erne, of Buffalo, in 1899. Dur- 
ing his career Lavigne defeated Joe 
Wolcott twice, stopped Dick . Birge, 
the English middleweight champion: 
fought two draws with the phantom- 
like Young Griffo, and beat Jack Ever- 

art. 

Lavigne, who never scaled over 130 
pounds during his cdreer, fought 
many of his greatest bouts against 
heavier opponents such as Birge and 
Wolcott, the latter a heavy welter- 
weight.

in Nicaragua 


Washington, March 9.—(4)—The 
long-debated question of the author- 
ity of the president to supervise elec- 
tions in foreign lands was raised 
anew teday in the senate. 

Senator Norris of Nebraska, a 
leader of the republican independents, 
offered a resolution proposing an in- 
quiry by the foreign relations commit- 


tee as to the president’s authority and 
the drafting of legislation <o prvveut 
the use of the army and navy for the 
supervision of elections should the 
committee find that the president was 
without authority to so use the na- 
tion’s armed forces. 

The resolution was referred to the 
foreign relations committee which 
will take it up as soon as several 
other pending questions are disposed 
of, Chairman Borah said. Varying 
opinions as to the president’s author- 
ity were given by committeemen and a 
long fight over the resolution is in 
prospect. 

Senator Borah declared the resolu- 
tion raised the whole question of 
“the extent of the powers of the presi- 
dent in relation to the protection of 
life and property in foreign lands.” 

“This subject has been debated and 
differed upon for 100 years,” the 
Idahoan said. “It is an important 
matter for we have been holding elec- 
tions in some of these countries off 
and on for twenty years. The Taft 
administration held elections; the Wil- 


son administration held elections, and 
the Harding administration held elec- 
tions, so I think it is a matter we 
ought to consider very carefully.” 

Under the Norris resolution the for- 
eign relations committee would be di- 
rected to deal with six specific ques- 
tions: 

What authority the president had to 
accept an invitation from the 
Nicaraguan government to supervise 
an election in Nicaragua. 

If the president has authority to act 
in Nicaragua, has he not authority to 
supervise elections in any foreign 
country? 


If the president does not possess BS 


authority to use the army and navy 
to so supervise elections, then the 
committee is directed té report to the 
senate necessary legislation to pre- 
vent such illegal use of the nation’s 
armed forces. 

Will the use of the armed forces 
in supervising elections in foreign 
countries have a tendency to bring on 
war between the United States and 
foreign nations where such superyisory 
authority is attempted? 

Does the president possess the au- 
thority to use the armed forces of 
the nation to supervise elections in 
different states of the union? 

Would such use of the army and 
navy be advisable in cases where the 
senate has official information of cor- 
ruption taking place in state elec- 
tions where members of the senate and 
house of representatives are elected?

Aggressive efforts to stay his ex- 
tradition from Florida resulted Fri- 
day in an order to hold Leonard C, 
Smith, former Atlanta builder, in Ful- 
ton tower without bond pending dis- 
posal of a habeas corpus writ issued 
by a Florida federal judge.

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Distinguished “Georgia leaders from 
many parts of the state joined Friday 
in Atlanta and Athens in paying final 
tribute to the memory of Samuel Guy- 
ton McLendon, secretary of state of 
Georgia, and one of the foremost pub- 
ap figures in the state for nearly half 

a century. The state of Georgia offi- 
cially paid its respects to the dead 
official when Governor L. G. Hard- 
man ordered the state capitol closed 
Friday for the funeral services, which 
were held in Atlanta and Athens, or- 
dered the state flag to be flown at 
half-mast for thirty days and headed 
a special escort of honor composed of 
prominent Georgia citizens. 


Atlanta exercises were held at the 


First Baptist church under the direc- 
tion of Rev. E. M. Peoteat, acting 
pastor. A large crowd of Atlanta 
friends of Secretary McLendon were 
present, including virtually all the 
statehouse officials and attaches who 
attended the funeral in a body. 

After the Atlanta exercises were 
concluded the body was taken to 
Athens over the Seaboard Air Line, 
escorted by honorary pallbearers and 
close personal friends of Secretary 
McLendon, Soon after the arrival at 
Athens the body was buried in Oconee 
cemetery beside those of two sons of 
the secretary of state. Mrs. Emily 
Hamilton McLendon, the widow, ac- 
companied the funeral cortege to 
Athens, her old home town. 

Brief talks‘were made by prominent 
citizens in which they paid tribute 
to the public service rendered by Sec- 
retary McLendon in his posts as 
mayor of Thomasville, chairman of the 
state public service commission, chair- 
man of the Georgia securities commis- 
sion and secretary of state. 

Secretary McLendon was. born in 
Thomas county, December 13, 1854, 
and spent his whole life in Georgia 
with the exception of a brief period 
he lived in Florida. He was an able 
lawyer and was one of the best in- 
formed men in Georgia on public af- 
fairs of his state as well as the na- 
tion. ‘

Washington, March 9.—(#)—The 
Jones bill for Mississippi river flood 
control was attacked by Senator 
Hawes, democrat, Missouri, in the sen- 
ate today. He declared that only 
three experts of a iarge number at a 
flood control conference had approved 
the Jones plan. 

The Jones bill provides for a su- 
pervising board of three engineers 
while one of the Hawes amendments 
would have the board composed of five 
persons, two of whom would be civil 
engineers, two from the army corps 
and have a civilian executive. 


Senator Hawes also opposes division 
of the cost.among the states desiring 
the federal government to bear the en- 
tire expense. 

The task of flood prevention, the 
Missouri senator said, was too great 
for any state or group of states. 

Since 1903, he continued, Mississip- 

i floods had cost the states about 
$400,000, . In the same time, he 
said the states had spent $292,000,000 
in flood work and the federal govern- 
ment $72,000,000. He insisted that to 
have the states along the river bear 
part of the cost of flood control was 
unfair, declaring the problem one of 
national proportion. 

To Secretary Hoover, the senator 
attributed an assertion that it was 
the duty of congress to provide funds 
fer the flood prevention program. 

The Jones bill, Senator Hawes said. 
was not a committee bill, but a bill 
“written by the army” under orders 
of the chief of engineers, General Jad- 
win, and one repudiated by 95 per 
cent of the witnesses who appeared 
before the house flood control. com-
